INSURANCE FOR EVERY FIGHTER 


The Treasury Department Is malt 
ing every effoit to have every mem¬ 
ber of America’s fighting forces take 
advantage of the Govern men Mas ur* 
ance plan* which Secretary McAdoo 
asserts to be “the most juat and hu¬ 
mane provision ever made by any 
nation for its soldiers and sailors/' 

The purpose is rapidly being achiev¬ 
ed, the insurance having passed the 
third billion mark in the total of pol¬ 
ices written, and there are many mili¬ 
tary units In which every member has 
taken insurance* 

The automatic insurance provided 
by the law is only partial and limit¬ 
ed protection, payable only to a wife 
child, or widowed mother and ceases 
after Feb uary 12, 191S. It is import¬ 
ant* therefore* not only to th? soldiers 
and suilors of the country hut to 
their families and dependents, that 
before that date they avail themselves 
of the lull Government protection 
which can go as high as $1i>*fH)0 and 
is p&yalde to a wife, husband, child] 
grandchild, parent, brother* or sister. 

The law also provides for the re¬ 
education and rehabilitation of the to- i 


tally disabled and monthly compeasa-j 
tion to those disabled.

On December 15 the first install¬ 
ment of interest on the two billion 
dollars of the first issue of Liberty 
Loan Bonds (became du6.

’\eir interest money from any bank 
or post office in the county by sim¬ 
ply presenting their coupons. Hold¬ 
ers of registered bonds are sent 
checks for their interest by the Treas¬ 
ury. 

Hereafter every six months ten to 
fifteen million American citizens are 
to receive interest money on their 
Liberty Loan Bonds from the United 
States Government. This is going to 
create a closer and more direct as¬ 
sociation of these citizens with their 
Government, and the effect of this as¬ 
sociation is going to he of great value 
to these citizens and of great value 
to the Nation in making them more 
personally interested in their Govern¬ 
ment and more active and alert in 
the exercise of their duties and rights 
as citizens. Every Liberty Bond hold¬ 
er is going to be an active champion 
of wise and economic legislation and 
administration. 

The Liberty Loan is not only a great 
.’inancial transaction; it is a great na 
tional force, a great national bond be 
tween the bondholders and their coun¬ 
try, a great influence for better gov¬ 
ernment and better citizenship.
